Statement of Article of Charge framed against Sri.T.Kishore CT 
5220 APSPF, Vijayawada Guards. 


ARTICLE-I 

That the said Sri.T.Kishore, CT 5220 APSPF, Vijayawada unit 
found absent (OSL from ML) for legitimate duties from 24.08.2020 
AN without any intimation to his superiors. The Assistant 
Commandant, APSPF, Vijayawada Guards has sent Two recall 
memos through a special messenger CT 3605, Sri V.Prasad to his 
residential address N.K.R.Puram (Post & Village), Vepada (Mandal). 
Vizianagaram District, Pin-523281, which was acknowledged by his 
father Sri.T.Venku Naidu on 27.09.2020. The Commandant, APSPF, 
Vijayawada also sent a recall memo to his residential address by 
Registered post, which was refused to receive by him and returned 
back the same by postal Department. He neither responded the 
office correspondence nor reported back for duty and intentionally 
became absent for legitimate duties.

obtain dated acknowledgement from him. But non availability of CT 
9220 Sri T.Kishore in his residential address the copy was served to 


his father T.Venkinaidu on 27.09.2020 and a report along ack., copy 
was submitted to the Asst. Commandant, APSPF, Vijayawada. 
Further on 11.11.2020 I have been passported with instruction to 
proceed the residential address of Sri T.Kishore, CT 5220 and serve 
the Memorandum of Charge Re.NO.A3/101/PR/08/Comdt- 
VJA/APSPF/2020 /D.No.2132,Dt.11.11.2020 to CT 5220 Sri 
T.Kishore and obtain dated acknowledgement from him. But non 
availability of CT 5220 Sri T.Kishore in his residential address the 
copy has been served to his father Sri T.Venkinaidu on 13.11.2020 


and a report with ack., copy was submitted to the Asst.Commandant, 
APSPF, Vijayawada. This is the fact”. 


CASE OF THE DEFENDANT: 


The charged officer had not been attended the departmental 
Oral Enquiry which was being fixed and conducted in deferent 
spellsi.e. 16th & 23'4 of December, 2020 & 12t of January 2021 
at O/o the Asst. Commandant, APSPF, Vijayawada Guards. At 
least, the charged officer does not submit his explanation to the 
Memorandum of Charge either through postal or in person. 


ANALYSIS AND ASSESMENT OF EVIDENCE: 


I have carefully gone through the entire PR file ళా 
connected documents, prosecution witness ఖర other 


documental evidence. I have analyzed the entire case and 
found that:- 
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1. That the charged officer Sri. T.Kishore, CT 5220 APSPF, 
Vijayawada unit initially availed 5 days Casual Leave 
w.e.f 08.07.2020AN to 13.07.2020 AN. Since, instead of 
reporting for duties after completion of CL period, he 
approached the _ Asst. Commandant, APSPF, 
Visakhapatnam and went on Medical Leave for period of 
42 days w.e.f 13.07.2020 AN to 24.08.2020 AN due to ill 
health. Accordingly, he should have to report for duties 
after availing medical leave/rest. But he did not turn up 
for duties from ML with MFC on 24.08.2020 AN. He 


became OSL from CL/ML w.e.f 24.08.2020 AN without 
any kind of leave or prior intimation. 


2. In this regard, with due leave procedure there is a 
provision for every respective Govt. employee to avail 
medical leave if he suffers really with ill health condition 
by leave procedure. But he did not follow utilize any 
kind of leave proper leave procedure and intentionally he 
committed grave misconduct and willful dereliction 
towards legitimate duties. 

3. It is pertinent to mentioned here that there has been 
tremendous correspondence made from the office the 
Asst. Commandant APSPF, Vijayawada and as well as 
office of the Commandant Haqrs, APSPF, Vijayawada with 
due instructions to attend for duties from OSL, neither 
he attended/responded nor submitted any explanation 
pertains to 115 pro-longed absence (OSL)/ 
disappearance. 


4. Due to not responding to office correspondence from 
24.08.2020 AN to till date, since, invariably following 
irregular sick procedure by the charged officer, the 
disciplinary authority has been issued a Memorandum of 
Charge under Rule 20 of CCA rules by calling 
explanation for his prolonged absence. But the charged 
officer did not receive and acknowledged the same. In 
which, the disciplinary authority notified the same 
through AP Gazette notification. 


5. Even though, the charged officer did not respond to the 
gazette notification. Accordingly, it is known that he 
ignored and deaf ear the orders of superior officers. 
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6. While surving the office correspondence i.e. Recall 
memos and O.E. intimation letters to his residence by 
arranging a special messenger, his father only responded 
and acknowledged the same. But, the charged officer 
(CT 5220) should be accountability to face every 
departmental aspect in this regard. Though, untill this 
department does not known his where abouts. 


7. The prosecution witnesses who are connecting with this 
case have been attended for 03 times on receipt of this 
office information i.e on 16th & 234 of December, 2020 
& 12th of January 2021 at O/o the Asst. Commandant, 
APSPF, Vijayawada Guards and _ deposed their 
statements on 34 attempt i.e final date on 12% of 
January 2021, hence there was no cross examination as, 
the charged officer has not attended the OE. 


Being a disciplined force member Sri. T.Kishore, CT 5220 
APSPF, Vijayawada has shown his reprehensible demeanor by 
becoming unauthorized and willful absence w.e.f 24.08.2020 to 
till date without intimation to his superiors, which is clearly 
exhibited his unjustifiable nature towards legitimate duties in 
the well disciplined force. 

Whereas, it reveals that the charged officer has given 3 
more reasonable opportunities i.e 16th & 234 of December, 
2020 & 12'* of January 2021 to attend OE to depose his 
evidence/reliable circumstances if any on the allegation or for 
his prolonged absence. But intentionally the charged officer 
ignored and deaf ear the superior orders by evade for attending 


OE and also thi to collect be office = bs does axle Clearly, 





it is exposed his nature that may be ‘he does not want to 
continue in the force or else. Since, it is construed to treat as 


an ex-parte and thus the charged officer is liable for 
disciplinary action. |
